The Jewish Defense League (JDL), founded //jflqa OUs*mu 
in 1968, is composed primarily 1>f young 9 Hr 
Jewish militants who consider themselves 
as defenders of "Jewish rights." 

Demonstrations attempting to dramatize 
the Jewish problem in Russia, and similar 
demonstrations against Arab establishments 
have often resulted in violence. Rabbi 
Meir Kahane, founder and International 
Director, has stated publicly on many 
occasions that violence is sometimes necessary 
to accomplish the aims of the JDL. 

On March 27, 1.974, Philip Bigger, Federal Probation 
Office, Brooklyn, New York (NY), advised that a motion for 
dismissal of Meir Kahane's probation had been withdrawn and , 
the probation terms will not be discharged. It is noted that 
Mr. Bigger advised on December 20, 1973* that attorneys 
representing Kahane had filed a motion to dismiss the probation 
terms regarding Kahane's conviction in United States District 
Court, Brooklyn. 

On March 15, 1974, who has furnished reliable

He criticized 
the lack of support of JDL by individuals 
who while professing belief in JDL, were 
unwilling to work for the organization. 

It is noted Kahane has dual 
U.S.-Israeli citizenship and has been 
detained by Government of Israel authori¬ 
ties because of his participation in 
several criminal actions in Israel. He 
has been on U.S. Federal probation since 
7/71 for violation of the Gun Control Act 
of 1968.
